The letter from the K.-A 
message from J. J. Murdock, now presi- 
dent of Pathe, who recently ordered man- 
agers to get on their toes and exercise 
more initiative and interest. 

Mr. Albee writes: 

“I have felt for some time that our 
managers are not properly exploiting 
their shows. Most of our houses are 
getting too routine in their exploitation. 
No ingenuity or originality is shown. 
Fine opportunities are passed up that 
might attract business to the box office. 

“The average manager will go out after 
some old name, if the salary is high, but 
it never occurs to him that the public 
is more interested in something new, 
some new novelty or some act or per- 
sonality that has not been seen year 
after year 

“Plenty of material is provided on acts 
of this description, but for some reason 
our managers have gotten into a rut— 
doing the same thing week after week. 
The advertising always looks the same— 
the style is stereotyped, the newspaper 
notices are perfunctory and it’s no won- 
der some of the houses are not getting 
big results 

“It’s high time for a revival of old- 
time show business, with some attention 
paid to exploiting your acts and cir- 
cusing those items that will attract pop- 
ular attention 

“That's showmanship 

“It need not be an expensive act. It 
can be one of the cheapest on the bill, 
but it must Have a chance for salesman- 
ship and exploitation. 

“To mention a_e specific case: If 
I were a manager I would make Will 
Fyffe one of the biggest events of the 
season. He deserves it. He will make 
good every promise you broadcast. Don't 
wait until a few days before he opens, 
but start two or three weeks in advance 
Use common language everyone will 
understand. 

“We have many promising, talented 
acts under long contract.

The solution to the gyping public prob- 
lem, he writes, nas been found by some 
circuses who retailiate by grifting A 
poor way to impress upon the public 
that it, the public, is wrong in its gyp- 
ing, we say. He speaks true when he 
SayS no circus can grift if the city 
or town officials won't allow it—but if 
a show has none such, as sO many nave 
not, what will the officials, who seek to 
be fixed, do? We know in some cases 
they make it hot for the good fellows— 
unless they are too big to harm. But if 
no circus had games the officials, we 
hope, would soon learn that that game 
was old stuff and would then treat all 
circuses as they should be treated. In 
time like practices and assistance from 
such as the Circus Fans might acquaint 
all others and the general public with 
the fact that they should encourage the 
circuses and not gyp them. The C.F. A 
has been effective in some measure along 
this line, and it is one of our main 
objects “to protect the circus from the 
gyping-grafting public” and we can do 
much provided, of course, that the cir- 
cuses help us some by co-operating in 
various little ways. Smith says the C. 
F A. can do “much” along this line—- 
but that we will find “little to do”’ with 
the “griftinge circuses” We trust he 
means that there will be fewer circuses 
resorting to this and hence “little of 
it’, or that the few having it will soon 
be cleaning up by themselves. We hope 
so. That more than anything else will 
help to help themselves and to also help 
stop the “gyping public”. 


IN TIME, the weekly news magazine 
of October 31, in the letters, Jim Tully 
replies to Eugene Whitmore’s letter about 
Tully’s book, Circus Parade. One of his 
defensive claims is to “realism”, saying 
“There is enough realism with any cir- 
cus to keep a Zola busy a lifetime.” But 
all realism, we might add, isn't filth. The 
kind that isn't all from the gutter Is 
vorthy too of some mention, even in 
“realism”. We note Jim didn't reply to 
what The Billboard said of his book, nor 
te our letters. Our major complaint was 
that the publishers didn't emphasize 
that his tales were of 20 or more years 
ago, not “the inside of the circus for the 
first time,” but a young rousabout’'s 
version of things as he saw them and 
took part in them. Jim winds up with 
this: “I have no quarrel with those 
gentlemen who wish to keep the circus 
pure. Any little carnival company can 
beast or be ashamed of types as rough 
as those in Circus Parade. Every honest 
reader of a paper like The Billboard will 
admit that he has met them.” Why, 
Carnival Jim, thought your book was 
about circuses!

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 12.—Prepa- 
rations for the 109th annual Florida Stute 
Fair, which opens here Thursday, No- 
vember 17, for nine days, are in their 
final stages, with every prospect of 
eclipsing all previous ones. Manager 
Sam Ellis and his forces are gathering 
up all loose ends and will have every- 
thirg ready for the opening day. 

Recause of the heavy demand this year 
for concession space, the midway will be 
extenced several hundred feet to a point 
beyond the grand stand. Practically all 
of this space has been taken, with Mike 
Camilla, veteran concessionaire, occupy- 
ing a large part of it.

merous executives who have written The 
Billboard since the question was raised 
by a recent article in this section. 


Samuel Van Poznak, president of the 
Atlantic Beach Amusement Company, 
Atlantic Highlands, N. J., puts it this 
way: 

“The real issue in the park game, 
well as in any other business, is to give 
the public its money’s worth and give it 
a fair shake.” 

R. LeDuc, proprietor of Les Amuse- 
ments Modernes, Montreal, goes farther: 


“Something for nothing is very en- 
ticing,” he comments, and proceeds to 
show how it can be done with profit to 
everybody in a very interesting com- 
munication. 

A novel wrinkle was very successfully 
operated by the Van Poznak organiza- 
tion at Atlantic Highlands last season 
in use of a motion picture film of the 
rides and other attractions at the park, 
which was used to advantage by park 
promotion men in making their sales to 
organizations. 

Mr. Van Poznak’s comment on the 
picnic article in The Billboard is full 
of sound common sense. It reads, in 
part: 

“We considered our season a success, 
notwithstanding weather conditions. 
The park held its own and the conces- 
sionaires were satisfied. 

“We booked about 75 excursions. The 
weather mussed up some of the dates 
and we were unfortunate in that re- 
spect. The bookin.. of excursions is a 
problem in itself, as it takes a good 
salesman to go out and bring home the 
bacon. There are obstacles as in every 
other business. The booking is not all 
sunshine. You must bring them to your 
park and give thetn what you promise 
them. Then you have made a sale for 
next season. 

“In a good many cases we have had 
trouble in booking some of the large 
organizations where the main complaint 
was that they had been promised some 
thing by park managers who did not 
make good. The real issue in the park 
game as well as in any other business is 
to give the patrons their money’s worth 
and give them a fair shake. In this 
way a park or any other business is 
bound to succeed. 

“We are running a clean park on a 
clean, business basis and are always 
willing to learn. 

“We have been using a motion picture 
film of the rides and attractions at our 
park for booking excursions.” 

Manager LeDuc of Les Amusements 
Modernes, Montreal, brings up an idea 
which, while not new to many park 
executives, yet contains suggestions 
which promotion men micht well take 
note of for next season’s use. He says, 
in part: 

“The success of a park manager does 
not necessarily depend altogether on his 
personality or his popularity, tho he 
should have both. Above all, he must 
be a salesman. 

“He has in his field a great number 
of business enterprises—retailers, whole- 
salers, manufacturers and others—which 
spend money for advertising and are 
seeking new means of advertising. They 
are waiting for somebody to give them 
the best value for their advertising ap-
